Bills will introduced in both 
houses to ban the poll tax as a 
voting requirement and to end con- 
fusion in registration lists. 

Senate President Frank Gross, 
of Toccoa, flatly predicted the sen- 
ate will abolish the poll tax. He 
will introduce a bill in his house 
to do this and to provide for bien- 
nial registration of Yoters. The 
state of republic committee head- 
ed by Sen. Bill Freeman, of For- 
syth, will be given this bill for 
study and recommendation. 

Rep. Ben Fortson Jr., of Wash- 
ington, will introduce two poll tax 
bills in the house. He is confident 
the house will pass a measure per- 
manentiy exempting service men 
and women from paying poll 
taxes. He hopes the house will pass 
the major measure——abolishing the 
poll tax for everybody. 

HARRIS ACTS 

. House Speaker Roy V. Harris, of

Harris declared the present reg- 
istration Jaw has caused confu- 
sion, and has resulted in dead peo- 
ple and former residents of the 
state staying on the voters’ regis- 
tration lists. 

“The poll tax has failed to serve 
its purpose of purging the regis- 
tration list of disqualified voters,” 
Harris ed. “By the annual 
payment of poll taxes, registrars 
supposedly have an accurate check 
of voters. Actually this is not 
true, begause so many Georgians 
are exempted from paying poll 
taxes. Persons over age 60; men 
and women now in the armed 
forces; between the ages 
of 18 and 21, and women who do 
not vote are among those not re- 
quired to pay the poll tax. 

“Whether the poll tax is abol- 
ished or not, Georgia needs a new 


registration law to end the pres-|. 


ent confusion,” 
serted.

WOE FOR RUNDSTEDT 

With only one main east-west 
highway remaining to him, Field 
Marshal Karl Gerd von Rundstedt 
found American forces closing on 
his communications center of La 
Roche on the west, menacing his 
north-south highway into his base 
of Houf-Falize in the center, and 
breaking across the Ambleve river 
into his strong positions on the 
north below Stavelot. 


British tanks and infantry jump- 
ed off yesterday behind a shudder- 
ing artillery barrage in three 
drives that pushed more than 1,500 
yards into German positions on the 
northwestern side of the Belgian 
bulge, a field dispatch reported.

The third British drive hammer- 
ed down the west side of the swirl- 
ing Ourthe river in the direction 
of Cheoux on a secondary road 
four miles southwest of Hotton. 

While the Allied nutcracker was 
putting on the pressure in Bel- 
gium, Von Rundstedt lashed out 
along the Rhine in a new series of 
counterthrusts such as his bold 
Belgian-Luxembourg blows which 
stalled Gen. Eisenhower's winter 
offensive. 

The German bridgehead eight 
miles north of Strasbourg was re- 
inforced overnight by at least five 
tanks. It now is six miles wide 
and three miles deep, and enemy 
forces holding Gambshein and Of- 
fendorf inside it are attacking 
Rohrwiller, only six miles from 
Haguenau. 

Eight miles east of Haguenau, 
the big German base in France 
which the Americans eaptured a 
few weeks ago, the Rhine valley 
town of Drusenheim also was un- 
der assault. 
EVACUATE STRASBOURG? 

Nineteen miles south of Stras- 
bourg the Germans brought 15 
tanks across the Rhine and re- 
captured Neunkirch. A corre- 
spondent back from the front said 
French civilians were clearing out 
of Strasbourg, a city of 200,000. 

The Germans threw in four 
new attacks north of Strasbourg, 
the strongest of which was by at 
least a battalion supported by nine 
tanks east of Hunspach, five miles 
south of the French frontier city 
of Wissembourg. 

Far to the north, in eastern Hol- 
land, the Germans crossed the 
Maas in company strength and 
established a bridgehead which 
was under British counterattack.

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Atlanta's 6 Hospitals Hit 
Rock Bottom in Nurse Aid 


By CECILE DAVIS. 


Faced with another war year of more patients and fewer nurses, 
the superintendents of Atlanta’s six general hospitals surveyed their 


dwin 
clusions: 

First—They are just about at‘ 
rock bottom so far as their nursing 
personnel is concerned. 


Second—The nurses so badly 
needed by the Army and Navy 
Nurses’ Corps should come from 
among the ranks of private duty 

urses, not from hard-pressed ci- 
vilian hospitals. 


Third—If staff nurses are to 
give adequate attention to techni- 
cal duties, they must be relieved 
of routine care of patients by even 
more nurses’ aides. 


The nursing shortage is not as 
acute in Atlanta as in many other 
large cities, but local hospitals 
still are not as fully staffed as 
they should be, in the opinion of 
Fred M, Walker, assistant superin- 
tendent at Grady hospital. 


“The shortage at Grady is not 
as acute now as it was several 
months ago,” Walker stated, “but 
that is probably only a temporary 
situation. We have fewer vacan- 
cies now, but we still don’t have 
all the nurses we need. 

“The patient census at Grady is 
not as large now as it is in peace- 
time,” Walker pointed out, “be- 
cause most people have more 
money and are employing private 
physicians. 

“Our hospital doesn’t use as 


staffs during the first week of 1945 and reached three con- 


Psaid, estimating that about 300 
white and colored students are in 
training at Grady now. “We need 
a higher percentage of graduates, 
but this is definitely not the time 
for a change.” 


Emory University hospital is 
“managing to get along” with a 
minimum number of nurses, Supt. 
Robert F. Whitaker said, but if the 
shortage of military nursing per- 
sonnel depletes the staff any fur- 
ther, there is only one answer— 
more volunteer workers. 

“Our nursing staff, which in- 
cludes 240 cadet nurses, is carry- 
ing a maximum load,” Whitaker 
declared. “The Nurses’ Aides and 
Dietitians’ Aides working at Em- 
ory are rendering a great service. 
We definitely need more of them. 


“With military hospitals going 
overseas understaffed as to nurses, 
we can hardly hope to get any 
more in our hospital,” Whitaker 
said. “We just hope we won't lose 
any more. It seems to me that the 
problem goes right back to John 
Q. Public—a lot of people are 
keeping private duty nurses when 
they should release them for es- 
sential nursing.” ° 

Whitaker’s comment on private 
duty nurses was seconded by 
George R. Burt, superintendent of 


many graduate nurses as do the 
private hospitals in Atlanta,” he

MORE AND LESS IN 


4TH WAR YEAR 


By STERLING SLAPPEY. 


The coming year will be a year 
‘of more or less. 


There will be more work, ra- 
tioning, soldiers, restrictions, cas- 
ualties and war spending than in 
1944. 

There will be less fuel, sports, 
civilians, transportation facilities, 
automobiles, food conventions, 
clothing and play. 

The coming 12 months, the 
fourth year of America’s war, will 
be harder, leaner and more trying 
than any of its war-time predeces- 
sors, an extensive local poll con- 
ducted by The Constitution has 
revealed. , 

Approximately 85 per cent of 
the nation’s meat will be on the 
rationed list during at least the 
first quarter of 1945 as compared 
with only 35 per cent in 1944, 
In order to meet the demands of 
conflict on two fronts, 15,000 miles 
apart, the Office of Price Admin- 
istration has announced a drastic 


¢? tightening up” of all rationing’ 


programs. The OPA in Atlanta 
has announced there will be less 
processed food for civilians than 
during any other year of this war. 
The average American would con- 
sume 170 pounds of meat per year 
if purchases are unrestricted by 
rationing. Present allocations pro- 
vide for only 127 pounds per per- 
son, 25 per cent lower. 


Atlanta and all Georgia will 
eat far less chicken in 1945 than 
in many years due to the Army 
“freeze” order in the Gainesville 
area. 

The Army in Georgia is empha- 
sizing a critical serious fuel short- 
age—accentuated for civilians by 
skimpy coal bins. Orders have 
gone out to all military installa- 
tions in the state to conserve coal 
by maintaining a 73-degree heat, 
“banking” of fires at night, dis- 
couraging the use of hot water. 
Civilians may barrow the Army’s

As the mighty Allied winter 
aerial offensive went through its 
16th day, more than 1,400 Britain- 
based Flying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators of the U. S. Eighth Air 
Force escorted by nearly 700 Mus- 
tangs and Thunderbolts attacked 
five freight yards, two Rhine 
bridges and six railyards between 
Hamm and Karlsruhe.

Newton Fears 
Frightening 
Moral Laxity 


Dr. Louie D. Newton, in his 
Sunday night sermon at Druid 
Hills Baptist church deplored the 
“most frightening moral let-down 
in the history of our state at the 
very moment when World War II 
is summoning every citizen to be 
at his best.” 

In his address he cited records 
gathered from the larger cities of 
the state and declared there was 
an “alarming increase” in cases in- 
volving drunkenness, gambling, 
divorce and murder. 

He declared as not fit “to help 
stem the tide of Nazism, Fascism, 
Communism and all the other isms 
that threaten the foundation of 
democracy and the sanctions of 
civilization” those people “who are 
trying to drink themselves sober, 
spend themselves into prosperity 
and trample under foot the mar- 
riage vows.” 

In addition to these indictments 
against wartime conditions, the 
minister deplored also “failure of 
parents to rear their children in 
fear and admonition of the Lord.”

School for Deaf 
Rolls 8 Per Cent 


Activities of the Georgia School 
for the Deaf and ‘the Georgia 
Academy for the Blind are includ- 
ed in the state department of edu- 
cation’s report to be submitted to 
the general assembly. 

The 1943-44 term at the school 
for the deaf “was very successful 
in every respect,” according to a 
report by C. H. Hollingsworth, 
superintendent. There was an 8 
per cent decrease in enrollment, 
primarily occasioned by older 
boys and girls being “lured away 
from school by highly lucrative 
employment.” 

A schedule of football and bas- 
ketball games, Hollingsworth re- 
ported, was a co-curricular activity 
that “did much to advertise the 
school, furni-h wholesome recrea- 
tion, and a beneficial contact with 
hearing students.” 

Enrollment of white children in 
the academy for the blind was 93. 
This number included children 
from six years old up. Recom- 
mendations for the white school 
included: 

That locker space be made avail- 
able in the dormitory for the chil- 
dren, that bathing and toilet fa- 
cilities be improved, that a cold 
storage unit be provided in main- 
taining an adequate food supply, 
that adequate space be provided 
for a smoker, that a man princi- 
pal should live in the boys’ dor- 
mitory and be closely associated 
with the boys, that a truck’ be 
purchased for general use at the 
institution. 

Enrollment of Negro children at 
the school for the blind was listed 
at 50. ‘The program at the Negro 
school is pathetically inadequate,” 
the report said.

GOP Senators 
say FDR Failed 
On Foreign Issue 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(#)— 
Senate Republicans accused Presi- 
dent Roosevelt anew today of fail- 
ing to provide leadership in the 
field of foreign affairs. 

And some of his staunchest sup- 
porters obviously were disappoint- 
ed that Mr. Roosevelt's State of the 
Union mesage was not more spe- 
cific in urging immediate steps to- 
ward formation of an international 
peace organization. 

With congress edging toward a 
verbal blow-up over the handling 
of political affairs in Europe, Sen. 
Taft of Ohio, chairman of the sen- 
ate Republican Steering Commit- 
tee, took the lead in criticism. 

Sen. Willis, Republican, Indiana, 
asserted the President had “‘indi- 
cated lack of a program for alter- 
ing the present bad international 
situation.” 

Sen. Ferguson, Republican, of 
Michigan, thought the President 
should have spoken out for im- 
mediate formation of a world se- 
curity organization. 

Sen. Pepper, Democrat, of Flor- 
ida, said that the President “has 
challenged all of us to put forth 
our best efforts in the making of 
the peace.” 

Significant also was the “no com- 
ment” reply of Sen. Ball, Republi- 
can, of Minnesota, who bolted his 
party to support a fourth term 
because of the President's foreign 
policies. 

Sen, Austin, Republican, of Ver- 
mont, expressed the hope that the 
President's statements would “im- 
prove the confidence of the people 
on Capitol Hill that the Atlantic 
charter will be empasized in our 
rélations with other nations.”

State Treasury 
Nets $2,855,635 


In Beer Taxes 


The state treasury was enriched 


to the extent of $2,855,635 in 1944 


as the result of collections from 


taxes and state licenses on beer, 


Marvin Allison, state director of 
the Georgia Committee of the 
United States Brewers Foundation, 
has announced, 

The amount derived by the state 
during the last year does not in- 
clude the thousands of dollars paid 
by the industry in Georgia in fed- 
eral taxes and for federal, county 
and municipal licenses, he _ said 
yesterday. All money collected by 
the state from the sale of malt 
beverages is used for the purchase 
of free textbooks in the public 
schools of the state, for teachers’ 
salaries and for other school pur- 
poses. 

Since May 23, 1935, when beer 
became legal once again in Geor- 
gia, the brewing industry has paid 
into the state treasury a total of 
nearly $15,000,000. 

As the foundation’s Georgia com- 
mittee nears the completion of its 
fifth year of operation, State Di- 
rector Allison announced that 1945 
would witness an intensification of 
its statewide enforcement work 
and a broadening of its education- 
al activities, along the lines of 
moderation and control. Pointing 
out that the vast majority of re- 
tail beer outlets in the state are 
being operated along wholesome, 
law-abiding lines, he reiterated a 
plea that consumers of beer—the 
private citizen as well as the man 
in uniform—patronize only repu- 
table places and that their cus- 
tom be withheld from those few 
retailers who abuse the privilege 
of selling malt beverages.

Accord- 
‘ing to the Department of Com- 
merce here, this percentage will 
not and cannot change in 1945. 
Houses and apartments in Atlanta

H. W. Sewell, manager of the 
local United States Employment 
Service, predicts that 1945 will 
bring fully as many job opportuni- 
ties as 1944 offered.

ment situation. 

During a meeting last week of 
the Southeastern Men’s Apparel 
Club in Atlanta, it was revealed 
1944 doubled 1943 in requests for 
men’s clothing.

$500,000,000 of the $1,500,000,000 
national highway program recent-

Combatting Absenteeism in Georgia 


Georgia’s volunteer War Service Coun- 
cil, headed by capable Lon Sullivan, is 
‘making a commendable contribution to 
the curtailing of absenteeism in the state’s 
textile industry. 


The council, after numerous confer- 
ences with qualified authorities in the 
field, has developed a suggested program 
of action in communities where cotton 
mills are engaged in production of criti- 
cally needed military textile materials. 
Letters from Gov. Arnall have gone out to 
the respective mayors of 23 Georgia cities 
where such plants are located and the re- 
sponse to date has been particularly pleas- 
ing. In addition, Mr. Sullivan has enlisted 
the aid of all state-wide civic organiizations 
and these, too, have evidenced interest in 
the campaign. 


Suggestions incorporated in the pro- 
gram are those which have proved feasible 
in similar situations in other communities. 
These include: 


1. House-to-house canvassing to discuss 
the urgent need for textiles and determine 
where experienced help is available. 


2. The establishment of nurseries to 
care for children of working mothers. 


3. Neighborhood meetings at which mo- 
tion pictures—which are available—are 


The people, fooled once, might well re- 
gard these latest assurances with suspicion. 
But in all fairness to Mr. Bowles, it should 
be stated that, in postponing the validation 
date of the next shoe stamp, he has moved 
to meet the shoe shortage with more logic 
and honesty than characterized OPA’s 
voiding of outstanding food stamps on

The shoe situation is far from critical. 
Sufficient stocks are on hand to take care 
of all outstanding stamps. And the OPA— 
roundly criticized for its admitted bungling 
of the food rationing problem—has de- 
clared unequivocally that no stamps will 
be cancelled but that no new stamps will 
be validated before the latter part of the 
summer at the earliest. 


There is, in short, no valid excuse for 
a shoe rush at this time.

4. Co-operation of ministers in frequent 
urgings against absenteeism. 


5. Adjusting business hours to facilitate 
shopping by all shifts. 


6. Formation of “share-the-ride” clubs. 


These are but a few of suggestions 
based on successful experience in other 
communities. 


Other plans have proved advisable in 
various instances. One Georgia mill pays 
a bonus to all employes who have not been 
absent in the course of the work week. 
Some plant operators plan to provide pro- 
fassional assistance in filling out income 
tax forms, thus avoiding losses in time 
around March 15. Still other communities 
have tightened and are enforcing vagrancy 
laws. 


In short, there are many practical ap- 
proaches to the problem of absenteeism. 


The War Services Council is performing 
a genuine public service—to the textile in- 


dustry in particular and to all business in * 


general—in its intelligent campaign where- 
under one of the worst detriments to 
Georgia’s war effort may very well be 
curbed. 


No Time for New Taxes Or Increased Budgets 


Characteristic common sense attaches 
to Gov. Arnall’s forthright declaration that 
he will urge the new legislature not to 
pass any new tax bills or increase any de- 
partmental appropriations. 


With mounting federal taxes of para- 
mount importance for the duration, the 
Governor is fully justified in his warning 
that he will veto any new tax bill which 
mav be introduced at the present session. 
And as for his statement that any increased 
appropriation for any governmental branch 
will have to come from educational funds, 


the chief executive is astute enough to 
realize that -no legislator is going to dare 
the public wrath by suggesting that a sin- 


gle penny be deducted from funds ear- 


marked for the state’s public school sys- 
tems. 


Despite war-born inroads on state reve- 
nues, Georgia is well on the way toward 
being entirely out of debt for the first time 
in history. Certainly the Governor will 
have the full support of the people if he 
finds it necessary to veto any measure 
which jeopardizes our present favorable 
fiscal outlook.

Legislatures Reflect 
The Public Attitude 


Georgia’s legislature assembles today for its 
1945 session. 

- Like its predecessor of two years ago, it is a 
better-than-average legislature. Its predecessor brought to Georgia 
legislation long needed as enabling legislation for political and 
governmental reform. This group may be expected to go along 
on a plane of service above, or comparable with, the one of 
two years ago. 

These two legislatures illustrate a fact too often forgotten by 
those who turn easily to criticism of legislative bodies, municipal, 
county, state and national. 

A state legislature. like the others, mirrors with great exactitude, 
the legislative morality and character of the people. It is a fact 
not contradicted that before the legislature of two years ago the 
state of Georgia had reached perhaps its lowest ebb in governmental 
integrity. There were good men and women in the legislature, but 
they were the exceptions. The average was low. 

Georgia was stirred to its depths and the splendid legislature 
of two years.ago came into\being because the people had suddenly 
become intensely interested in good government and in the char- 
acter of the people chosen to represent them in the highest and 
lowest offices of the state. 

To halls which had, in the years before, resounded to buf- 
foonery, brazen corruption and cynical laughter, there came men 
who wanted to do something good for their state. I do not mean 
to paint them as Sir Galahads. They had. their members who 
were of the old familiar type. But they were few. They did 
not dominate. They could not drag the average down beiow a 
good level. 

This year the average again is high. It is an excellent time 
to point out once more—no legislature is ever worse or better 
than the general interest in government among those they represent. 

When you look at the legislature you look at your own measure 
~ = in your state. This year, again, it is not unpleasant 
0 look. 


In no legislature are there ever many men-who can be 

“bought.” Most legislatures assemble with the ma- 
jority of members earnestly desirous of doing a good job. 

They are subjected to the usual temptations. There are always 
good fellows around the hotels who seem to like legislators. They 
are around at dinner time. They seem to know just which fellow 
might like to have a drink or so before dinner or a good time at 
night. They are genial and well supplied with money. They are 
expert at reaching for the check. They never offer a bribe but 
they are friendly and kind and considerate to men, most of whom 
are unused to being away from home and who are lonely. From 
that it is easy to move on to the point where first names are used 
and before long one finds it easy, and proper, to do a favor for a 
friend on a bill which has little or no importance in the legislator’ 
home county. : 

There are, in the really bad legislatures, men who can be bought. 
They are, always, experienced men in legislatures and they know 
how to line up. votes and to exchange votes on local measures. A 
large percentage of legislation is passed on the basis of “you vote 
for my bill and I'll vote for yours.” These men sell their ex- 
perience and they know the very few men who will take an actual 
cash bribe. But mostly they use their experience. Ask any “fresh- 
man” legislator and he will tell you that it was well toward the 
last of the session before he “learned his way around” in the simple 
routine of parliamentary law, customs and channels. 

A legislature is very sensitive to public opinion. It has its 
finger on the public pulse. I have seen a good many pretty fair 
legislatures drift into petty, vindicative, impotent sessions merely 
because it realized the public was almost completely indifferent to 
its actions. Others were able to be distorted into furious angers 
and actions because the people themselves became angry and hys- 
terical in their outlook. 

What we call a “good” legislature reflects a “good” people. 
Duty This legislature will have an extra responsibility thrown 

upon it. The people have expressed, rather strongly, their 
feeling about continuation and augmentation of good government. 
Georgia has become respected and has the dignity its people long 
have merited. 

But the people have their attentions distracted by the war. So, 
of course, do the individual members of the legislature. But, 
assembled, they are able to concentrate their opinions and influ- 
ences on concrete proposals. 

Their task will be all the more difficult—to keep their atten- 
tion focused on what the people want and not permit it to be 
sidetracked because the war occupies so much of our thinking and 
our emotions. It is an opportunity for those who like to muddy 
the waters and they will be trying. 

Well, what I started out to say was that this is the first day 
of another legislative session. The democratic process is not the 
most efficient, but by its very inefficiency it demonstrates that 
the cost of efficiency such as the dictators can supply is too ex- 
cessive in the loss of those things wrapped up in the words 
liberty and human dignity. 

Three cheers for the legislature; long may it wave!

We hear and read voluminous outpourings 
about various’ schemes to create a better way 
of life for all men after the war is done. There 


is one channel through which we can, most effectively, co-operate 


in making sure that the future shall be a far finer international and 
individual life than the past. 

That is through the children. 3 : 

It is upon the children ‘of today that the hope of tomorrow 
rests. It is extremely doubtful if the present generation will sur- 
vive the turbulent period which is certain to follow the formal 
ending of the fighting. Nor can the adults of today hope to see 
the achievement of even a reasonable proportion of our goal of 
goodwill for all men. All we shall see is a portion of the throes 
of reconstruction. 

It is the next generation, the children of today, who must bear 
the responsibility of making work the better world,

Look at the Picture stedt, now directing the German at- 


tacks in the west, set forth in forceful language the German pro- 
gram for the populations of occupied countries in Europe. 

“We Germans,” said von Rundstedt, “must number twice the 
population of our neighbors. Therefore we shall be compelled 
to destyoy one-third of the population of all adjacent territories. 
We can best achieve this through systematic malnutrition—in the 
end far superior to machineguns. . .. Starvation works more 
effectively, especially among the young.” 

How thoroughly the Germans have carried out this cold- 
blooded program of inhuman destruction can never be realized 
in full by any individual. Only by looking at the over-all picture, 
by grasping the fearful toll taken of all lands occupied by either 
Nazi or Jap invaders, can we grasp any adequate picture of the 
tragedy. 


: Wherever the Axis armies have invaded 
Stamp of Misery and occupied they have left upon the young 
the stamp of misery. It shows in their gaunt, old-young faces, in 
their pitifully thin bodies, in the mental and physical evidences 
of malnutrition a majority of them reveal. 

In Yugoslavia and in Greece, today, there are thousands of 
young children who, for months,@subsisted on grass. Today their 
stomachs are unable to absorb normal food. If they are to be 
saved, to be restored to a semblance of normality, they must 
receive the food of convalescents, they must be patients of specially 
trained experts in restorative nutrition. 

There are millions of children, all over Europe, orphans of 
war, without homes, with their parents gone because of death or 
forced evacuation. These must be housed and cared for. 

Add to the physical abuse of these mil- 


Mental Deformities lions of little ones, the psychological, 


the mental and spiritual cruelties which have been forced upon the 
very young. The total of this we can only guess. We know how 
fearful must be the effect upon the heart and mind of a child 
which has lived, for years, under the constant fear of Gestapo 
invasion of the home, bringing torture or death or disruption of 
that home. 

The schools have been set back decades by the foul hand of the 
Nazi. Teachers who dared to speak the truth were arrested. 
Those that remained were forced, under fear of death, to attempt 
to instill in their classes the pagan doctrines of Nazism. Yet, re- 
ports from the liberated areas tell how, in a vast majority of in- 
stances, all German force and German threat has failed to destroy 
the loyalties of the children to their own lands and their own people.

ditions, the countries of Europe and 
the east are beginning the stupendous task of restoration of the 
rights, the’ privileges and the hopes of childhood. 

Most of them can do little. But Luxembourg is preparing text- 
books. Dutch and Czechoslovak scholars have visited the United 
States to adopt some of our methods of education when their 
schools are restored. China has given economic assistance to 
more than 80,000 student refugees. In the Soviet Union the whole 
country is rushing gifts of school equipment and books to the 
regions which were overrun by the Germans. 

If we, co-operating with all freemen everywhere, bring health, 
proper education and happiness to the now sad children of war, 
we shall defeat every long-term plan of the Nazi and the Jap and 
of all who would make men slaves.

What 
Is Hate? 


Recently I quoted, with full ap- 
proval, the late Gen. McNair’s 
speech concerning the necessity of 
hating our enemies, and a gifted 
and obviously sincere’ editorial 
writer said I was wrong. 

I think our disagreement, as us- 
ual in such cases, is not a dis- 
agreement concerning facts but 


concerning the definition of a¥/| 


word. 


What does hate mean? All of us| 


know, or think we know, yet we 
differ in our understanding of it 
as we differ in personality, and 
no two of us have exactly the 
same capacity for emotion. 

By common agreement we ac: 
cept the dictionary as arbiter. Dic- 


tionary makers do not profess to. 


make definitions; they are only re- 
porters. They give us the defini- 
tion generally accepted by the 
learned, and by accepting this as 
the standard we are able to under- 
stand one another’s speech. 

The unabridged dictionary gen- 
erally used as authority gives the 
following definition of the verb, to 
hate. ; 

“To have a great aversion to, us- 


ually, in case of persons, accom- 
panied by ill will; to dislike in- 
tensely; detest; abhor; as, to hate 
one’s enemies; to hate hypocrisy.” 


If this is the meaning of hate, 
it seems safe to say that Jesus 
hated hypocrites. When you read 
the names He called them, and the 
words He used to describe them, 
there can be no doubt that He de- 
tested and abhorred them; there 


| was intense dislike in every sylla- 


e. 

We are told to forgive those who 
wrong us, else we cannot be for- 
given. But the terms and condi- 
tions of forgiveness are clear and 
reasonable and just. As we must 
repent and ask forgiveness, so we 
are required to forgive those who 
repent and ask forgiveness for 
wronging us. 

A few days ago a boy who was 
captured by the Germans, and es- 
caped by playing dead, reported 
the massacre of 120 of his com- 
rades. All had been captured and 
disarmed. Then they were herded 
into an open field and mowed 
down with machineguns and ma- 
chine pistols. The few who escaped 
fell with the others and feigned 
death. 

How can any American read the 
story of that brutal horror without 
being enraged? Such things cause 
most of us to feel a “great aver- 
sion” and “ill will” for the Ger- 
mana, and to “dislike intensely” 
and “detest” and “abhor” them, 

If that is hate, it seems com- 
mendable, for I believe it man’s 
duty to hate all that is foul and 
brutal and unspeakably evil.

Republicans 
Never Learn 


W ASHINGTON—The Republicans never seem 
to learn. 

. After what happened in the 1944 presidential 
election, when labor threw its support overwhelmingly to the 
Democratic ticket, most observers assumed that the Republicans 
would profit by their mistakes of the past and adopt a less an- 
tagonistic attitude toward labor. 

It was the organized labor vote that was largely responsible 
for the fourth-term victory and the consequent Republican defeat 
in November. The work of the CIO Political Action Committee 
and other labor groups was undoubtedly the biggest single factor 
in the campaign. 

Labor supported the fourth-term bid not so much because of 
the favors it has received and the gains it has made under the 
Roosevelt administration as the record of hostility and opposition 
to labor measures piled up by Republican members of congress 
during the past four years. 

Labor could have been far less friendly to the President and 
yet compelled to support his candidacy because of this record of 
the Republicans. There was nowhere else for labor to go. but to 
the Democratic ticket. 

Republican: support of the labor-baiting activities of the old 
Dies house committee epitomized the party’s labor record during 
the past two sessions of congress. But for the Republican votes it 
received the committee would have been abolished long ago. 

The attitude of the party in that respect was in keeping with 
its passage of the Smith-Connally act, the most bitterly contested 
piece of labor legislation considered by congress in years. Repub- 
lican votes made it possible for that bill to pass, and Republican 
votes made it possible for the measure to be enacted over the 
President’s veto. 

And now the Dies committee, the embodiment Republican 
hostility to labor, has been given a new lease on life by Repub- 


lican votes in the house. | 

Old Tricks It is a striking commentary on the jJnability of the 
GOP elephant to forget its old_tritks that the first 

act of the new congress should be to revivVé the labor-hated Dies 

committee. The committee’s revival may be attributed almost 

entirely to the support it received from Republican congressmen. 

_ While it is true that some 70 southern Democrats bolted the 
majority leadership to vote for the committee’s continuance, Re 
publican support, almost solid, made the coup possible. Up 
wards of 137 Republicans cast their ballots for the committee, with 
only 34 recorded in favor of its demise. 

The effect of the vote, the very first taken in the new congress 
on any matter of importance, is to put the Republicans back where 
they were during the 1944 presidential campaign, with respect to 
labor. 

They are starting out in the new congress just as they did in 
the old—fighting labor at every turn. 

In view of what happened last November, that doesn’t seem to 
be very sound political strategy. Mr. Roosevelt's margin of vic- 
tory was probably determined by the solid support he received 
from labor elements. . 

The Democrats have no fear of losing.control of congress or a 
presidential election so long as labor supports the party as it has 
in recent years. 

It had been thought that the Republicans had learned their 
lesson and would be less violent in their labor opposition after 
the debacle of November. But the GOP, it seems, never learns. 
It starts out by repeating the mistakes of the past. 

As for the re-creation of the red-hunting, labor-baiting body 
which takes its name from the rambunctious Texan, Martin Dies, 
who formerly headed it, majority leaders are not particularly dis- 
turbed by that. The committee in all probability will be re- 
vamped completely—perhaps made innocuous by a new and more 
sober-minded chairman. ne thing is certain. It will never be 
the same without Dies as its head. And he is out. ' 

The only thing significant about the action of the house, there- 
fore, was the record the Republicans tended to build for the party.

man Herbert Brownell came to Washington as 
congress convened to talk to party leaders in that 
body about ways and means to reorganize and rebuild the party and 
keep it a live, aggressive force in the interim between elections. 
He came to exactly the right place, and at exactly the right, or 
wrong, time, depending on how you look at it. 


For what is wrong with the Re- 
publican party in the opinion of 
many observers to watch it oper- 
ate in congress, day in and day 
out, was exemplified just about 
the time Mr. Brownell got here 
from New York. 


This was the spectacle in the 
house when the bulk of Republi- 
cans, along with their leader, Rep- 
resentative Martin, Massachusetts, 
again went trooping off like sheep 
behind the leadership of Rep. 
Rankin, Mississippi, and his bloc 
of southern Democrats to perpet- 
uate the Dies Committee in the 
face of what everybody seeming- 
ly had understood—that the insti- 
tution was to be allowed to die a 
natural death. 


This alliance with Rankin south- 
ern Democrats — which includes 
only about half of the Democrats 
from that section—was a repeti- 
tion of what happened so striking- 
ly in the last congress that the 
Mississippian got to be known 
facetiously about the house as “‘the 
Republican leader.” 

The alliance became notorious 
to the genera! public in its success- 
ful fight for a “‘state’s right” sol- 
dier vote bill. It was handled in 


such a way and became such a. 


controversy that it probably did 
the Republican party no good and 
undoubtedly was reflected in the 
election returns. whatever might 
have been the merits of the issue. 


The Dies Committee episode 
might not have attracted so much 
attention if it had not occurred on 
the opening day of the new con- 
gress and thus served to remind 
the public again that the Republi- 
can party in the house still in- 
sists on tying itself to the kite of 
the Rankin southern bloc. The lat- 
ter is the most reactionary group 
in congress. Its members are per- 
petuated in office by the “rotten 
borough” system, prevalent in 
many parts of the south through 
disfranchisement of so many voters 
by the poll tax and the “white” 
primary. 

By and large they come from 
rural constituencies and _ are 
strongly anti-labor, particularly 
anti-ClO. The identity of the Re- 
publican party with it is not help- 
ful to the party either as regards 
labor or the Negroes, two ele- 
ments politically influential and 
among which the Republican par- 
ty must win converts if it is to re- 
turn to power. 


The mechanics of party organi- 
zation is important for the Re- 
publican party, as for any politi- 
cal party, especially in trying to 
recoup from another defeat. But 
also important is the development 
in congress of a constructive pro- 
gram of its own. For it is in con- 
gress that the party must make 
the record on which it goes before 
the voters. That is done every day 
between elections. That is what 
the party worker must sell to the 
voter. That is his stock in trade. 


Many Republican leaders are 
particularly conscious of that now 
from the way the Democrats read 
back to them in the last cam- 
paign their record in congress for 
the past four years, with effec- 
tive emphasis of war preparedness 
bills, the draft act and its exten- 
sion, the neutrality act, lend-lease 
and the like. 


Yet House Republican Leader 


Martin has shown no signs of ex- 
erting leadership for a forward- 
looking party program in keeping 
with the times. 


Mr. Brownell, a shrewd man, 
recognizes the necessity of the 
party espousing a program of its 
own. He declined to comment 
either on the Dies Committee 
episode or Republican Leader 
Martin’s recent statement oppos- 
ing congressional action on com- 
toomgy military service after the 
war, though he could not be very 
happy over such a start for the 
party in the new congress. 


He has some ideas on the sub- 
ject of the party’s policy in con- 
gress, as well as on the matter of 
party organization. He would like 
to bring the Republican national 
committee and congressional par- 
ty leaders into closer co-operation 
on party program and policy. He 
talked to the leaders while he was 
here. He also would like to see 
them formulate a sitive pro- 
gram now, at the beginning of this 
congress, to tell the people what 
the party stands for, and what it 
would like to see come out of this 
congress. 


That might open the way for 
the party to become a construc- 
tive, active force, without tagging 
along, every so often, in an alli- 
ance with the Rankin bloc of 
southern Democrats.

Mr. Wallace? 


NEW YORK.—lIf Henry Wallace 
were not well up in his fifties, you 
could suspect that Mr. Byrnes, the 
war mobilization director, was 
sighting down the barrel at him 
with his wise-cracks about able- 
bodied athletes who are neither 
fighting nor performing essential 
work. Mr. Wallace is induitabiy 
an athlete, being not only a tennis 
man but one of our foremost In- 


*|dian wrestlers if not the heavy- 


weight champion of the world at 
this eccentricity, and he is due to 
be fired from his present job on 
Jar, 20, when his contract expires. 


Indian wrestling is the sort of 
sport that one would expect the 
sort of person that Mr. Wallace 
is to take up in a studious and 
tedious way. It is of the same 
school of athletics as hitch-kicking, 
face-tag, heel-and-toe walking, the 
push-up and the taffy pull. The 
contestants, two in number, stand 
face to face, their feet wide apart, 
and clasp their right hands and 
each then tries to pull or twist the 
other off balance. When a wres- 
tler is compelled to lift either 
foot from the floor he is deemed 
to have lost a “fall” which ig a 
technical term not necessarily in- 
dicating that the unfortunate play- 
er has actually fallen down, al- 
though some of them do take some 
nasty “spills,” I assure you. A 
“spill” is a slangy expression 
meaning about the same as a ‘‘fal)”’ 
in the literal sense. After one of 
the wrestlers has lost two “falls” 
they generally go to the kitchen 
and eat ginger snaps or other 
goodies and drink a glass of milk 
to show that the contest has been 
waged in the spirit of sportsman- 
ship and fun and that there are 
no “hard feelings.” 

Either the winner or the loser 
of the contest or “match” may 
supply these refreshments depend- 
ing on whose house it is and that 
one is then said to “stand treat,” 
which seems to be a slang term 
from the frontier saloons of the 
old “wild and wooly” west. Thus 
eis our interesting language en- 
riched with many expressions 
whose origins may be obscure or 
totally lost to us and not entirely 
dignified either. 


The circumstances in which Mr.

All of them 
were aspirants for the nomination 
for the vice presidency and each 
thought he had valid assurances 
from Mr. Roosevelt that, confi- 
dentally, he was the real choice. 

Meeting Mr. Byrnes and Senator 
Barkley, Mr. Wallace giggled, as 
is his wont, then simpered and 
then did a split. 

“Do you boys know,” he said, 
coming out of his salutation, “I 
have got the funniest sensation 
between my shoulder blades.” 


“Well, so have I,” Mr. Byrnes 
exclaimed and Sen. Barkley said, 
“That is funny because it is the 
same here.” 

So they examined each other 
and found that each one had a 
great pig-sticker protruding from 
his back, all bearing the initials 
“KF D, R.” The next day, Sen. 
Harry Truman got the nomination 
for vice president and Wallace was 
looking for a new job. The oth- 
ers, though not actually unemploy- 
ed were pretty sore but they could 
like it or lump it. 


Since then, however, there has 
been a great propaganda out of 
Washington which flatly assumes 
that the people of the United 
States, having kept Mr. Wallace 
on the pay roll for 11 years at 
good pay as secretary of agricul- 
ture and vice president, now have 
a duty to find him another job to 
take the place of the one from 
which his friend, F. D. R., canned 
him. 

The Wallace propaganda is pe- 
culiar in that it never does cite 
anything that he ever did to earn 
the right to luxurious perpetual 
social security at the people’s ex- 
pense. It just says he is “diffi- 
dent” and “shy,” all of which is 
true and revealed by his giggling 
and simpering. This propaganda 
intimates that he is a great man, 
even suggesting that he might be 
an immortal savior, although his 
speeches have revealed fo evi- 
dence of any of this. What his 
speeches have revealed is an im- 
patience with the American bill of 
rights, a leaning toward the So- 
viet system whose massacres, how- 
ever, he has totally ignored and 
a generous destation of American 
men of business as “Fascists” who, 
obviously, under Soviet rules, 
would be subject to deportation to 
some arctic or desert bad land if 
not to slaughter. 

The late Ray Clapper was the 
real discoverer of r. Wallace’s 
generally obscure beauties of soul, 
purpose and character and used to 
yell and stomp and carry on be- 
cause editors didn’t perceive the 
same qualities that were appar- 
ent to his sight. But in this writ- 
ing business everybody has a fa- 
vorite fighter or politician who is 
actually an awful turkey and Hen- 
ry was just Ray’s blind spot, al- 
though Clapper’s 


been taken up by a number of 
other rollers in Washington. 

The simplest way to solve the 
Henry Wallace re-employment, re- 
location and rehabilitation prob- 
lem would be to find him an au- 
thentic, regular working-job in a 
factory and let him learn for once 
what work is.

Postwar 40-Hour Week Seen 


By GEORGE GALLUP 
Directér, American Institute of Public Opinion 
PRINCETON, N. J.—The average American believes that the 
work week in business and industry when the war is over and the 


country returns to peacetime occupations should be 40 hours. 


That 


is the median average of all work hours named by the public in a 


national survey just completed. 

Some postwar planners have 
been talking in tefms of a work- 
week shorter than 40 hours, not 
only to give people more leisure 
time but also as a way of spread- 
ing available work among a larger 
number in order to approach the 
60,000,000-job goal mentioned by 
the administration. The American 
Federation of Labor advocated a 
30-hour work-week in a resolution 
adopted in its recent convention in 
New Orleans. 


It is quite possible that the 
American public will come to ac- 
cept a 30-hour week when the war 
is over, especially if there is a de- 
pression with considerable unem- 
ployment. But right now, judging 
by the survey, the country seems 
to be sticking pretty much to the 
idea of the standard 40 hours, or 
a little more, and it may take con- 
siderable pushing to overcome 
public inertia toward a change. 

The survey questioned a well- 
balanced sample or cross-section of 
the population, including a full 
complement of skilled, semi-skilled 
and unskilled workers, both in and 
out of unions. The cross-sectioning 
was done in the same manner used 
by the institute in forecasting the 
presidential election with an error 
of only 1.8 per cent on the civilian 
vote. 

Each person in the survey was 
asked:

One noteworthy fact about the 
above table is that only nine per 
cent suggest something under 40 
hours, whereas 38 per cent name a 
figure above 40 hours. 

When congress passed the wage 
and hour law in 1938, which set 
the 40-hour standard in many in- 
dustries, the act had the approval 
of a large majority of American 
voters. In fact, surveys by the in- 
stitute found that the public was 
a bit ahead of congress in desiring 
the limitation of working hours. 
This readiness on the part of the 
public to accept a shorter work- 
week in the past makes the results 
of today’s survey especially inter- 
esting. It also indicates that, in 
time, public inertia concerning a 
still shorter work-week may be di- 
minished — or overcome.

Thursday we were being shelled 
at division headquarters 
close and the command post was 
moved underground. On the first 


day a dud tore through the room 
of the general’s mess, bounced 
through a wall and came to rest 
on a window sill. We thought it 
rather funny then. 

I slept above grourd in a brick 
building with the division’s liaison 
officers. My bed was three blan- 
kets on ‘he floor. The division 
had come up with most inade- 
quate supplies and we collected 
what we could for our personal 
comforts. I had a cold. 

But many of -he Germans were 
in worse co..dition, we learned. 
Prisoners said they had been cold. 
They would get their supplies 
from captured American stocks. 
One said he had only one piece 
of bread in six days. I saw sev- 
eral dressed in American uni- 
forms, whether because of lack 
of clothing or to confuse I don’t 
know. 

The enemy became a personally 
threatening force on Thursday 
evening. was underground, 
writing, when the officer com- 
manding the tank destroyer unit 
come in and said: “They say that 
industry is its own reward.

it can. It won’t be kayoed. 

Baseball, we guess, will become 
a weekend game, perhaps involv- 
ing all-star teams playing on their 
days off from the war plants or 
military labor battalions. There 
may even be a little night base- 
ball of the same sort. England has 
kept alive its huge national pro- 
fessional pastime — soccer — by 
playing only on Saturdays and 
Sundays. Old team affiliations 
over there have largely dissolved, 
but the fans do not seem to mind. 
Games in which old favorites ap- 
peared in alien sports clothes have 
drawn as many as 100,000 fans. 

It is possible that your favorite 
Yankee player will wind up with 
the Browns because he happens to 
work in a war plant near St. 
Louis. It isn’t likely that the gov- 
ernment will care what a man 
does on his day, or days off. Some 
promoter— probably the same 
cones who now operate baseball— 
will miss no chance to provide 
himself and the ball players with 
a chance to make money when- 
ever and wherever the opportuni- 
ty rears its head. 


BOXERS NOT AFFECTED 


Boxers pressed into war work 
can continue to function with al- 
most the same skill as before. It 
won't be difficult for them to stay 
in shape, and their performances 
will take little time or seriously 
impair their efficiency in the war 
effort. 

Hockey will flourish—even ex- 
pand—for it will remain the one 
big-time sport hardly touched - by 
the war. It is a Canadian game, 
utilizing Canadian players, though 
about 80 per cent of its income 
is derived from this country. 

Pro football ought to be able to 
survive. it is a once-a-week game 
and its favorite day of play, Sun- 
day, remains generally a day of 
rest. But here again you can ex- 
pect to find scrambled teams, 
making use of adjacent and avail- 
able talent. 

It is still too early to guess the 
extent of the draft of 4-Fs in 
sports. The big baseball leagues 
have 233 of them, out of 530 play- 
ers. Perhaps most of them will 
be taken either for “general mili- 
tary service” (which can mean 
limited service behind the lines) 
or just “military service” (which, 
an informant at Selective Service 
tells us, can mean drafting for 
work in war plants). You can be 
certain that all the punctured ear- 
drum boys will be called. 

Pro sports were singled out by 
War Mobilizer Byrnes as a bad 
blot on the picture of the coun- 
try’s war effort. But he used 
them merely as an example to 
dramatize his general complaint. 


NOT ‘AFTER” PRO SPORTS 


“We're not out to ‘get® profes- 
sional athletes,” an officer at Se- 
lective Service told the writer, “If 
we got them all they’d amount only 
to a handful of the men we need. 
We're out after the great bulk of 
4-Fs, some 4,000,000 of them. Our 
round-up of well-known 4-F pro 
athletes will be just incidental.” 

The amateur picture, naturally, 
is brighter for 1945 than the pro 
vista. The best college athletes to- 
day are Navy V-12 trainees, plus 
the boys at West Point and Annap- 
olis. The colleges also can make 
use of youngsters too tender in 
years to have heard the bugle-call 
or seen the work-bench’s beckon. 

College football, basketball and 
track, as wall as many amateur 
sports, including the amateur ten- 
nis business, should be able to get 
along almost as well as ever, prob- 
ably to the great relief of money- 
hungry graduate managers of ath- 
letics and some of the amateur 
sperts bodies.

The hair brush should be ster- 
ilized by boiling, if it will stand 
boiling, otherwise thoroughly 
washed with soap and water and 
allowed to dry in the sun, every 
time the hair is washed. 

Frequent use of water on the 
hair is harmful only in that it re- 
moves the natural sebum or hair 
oil. If you apply to the scalp or 
hair a few drops of suitable oil 
frequently, wetting does not harm. 

Pluckinf a~hair or an eyebrow 
does not destroy it—a new hair 
appears in six or eight weeks, be- 
comes fully developed in three or 
four months. Plucking does no 
harm, 

Hair is not a hollow tube, does 
not “bleed” or ooze when cut, 
should never be sfnged or other- 
wise subjected to greater heat than 
you would apply to your skin.

The WORRY CLINIC

stimulating the bowel are foisted 
upon the public. 


“Impoverished folks will spend 
relatively large sums for supposed- 
ly new laxatives, described in 
glowing advertisements or in en- 
ticing radio commercials. 


“I suppose there must be mil- 
lions of gullible Americans who 
keep shopping around for new 
cures for chronic constipation. Dr. 
Crane, would you mind discussing 
the subject in your column?” 


DIAGNOSIS 

A curious thing about ‘the hu- 
man race is the fact that it is 
almost the only species of mam- 
mals that has constipation, neu- 
roses and various types of insanity. 

The menopause, moreover, 
seems to have little effect on cat- 
tle or horses, because these crea- 
tures are so extroverted, they don't 
become analytical and introspec- 
tive. Thus, they don’t throw a 
figurative monkey wrench into the 
otherwise smooth functioning of 
their nervous system. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL PROBLEM 


Constipation is largely a psy- 
chological problem. A _ nervous, 
tense person, fearful of his boss 
or of his work or of the future, 
may thus develop spastic colitis 
and constipation. 

Furthermore, he can also upset 
his appetite and thus disturb the 
orderly input of foods that fur- 
nish the bulky residue conducive 
to regular bowel activity. 

Just as your stomach forms the 
habit of demanding food at regu- 
lar intervals, so your bladder and 


your bowel can also develop regu- 


| 


lar habits, especially if you train 
them properly. 


This training should start in in- 
fancy where modern, scientific 
mothers place the baby on a little 
toilet stool immediately after his 
morning meal. 

The entrance of food or liquid 
into the stomach starts active 
movements of the intestinal tract, 
with an increased likelihood of 
bowel action. This latter result is 
especially true of the breakfast 
meal. Therefore, get up early 
enough to have a break 
fast. 

But unless a child or adult trains 
himself to heed these calis to ga 
to the bathroom, he may inter 
fere with nature’s orderly process, 
and constipation then may result. 
SLAVES OF THE BOWEL 

Don't make yourself the slave 
of any organ of the body. Many 
people seem chronically worried 
over their constipation to the point 
where they are actually serfs to 
this portion of their anatomy. 

The best laxatives are a happy- 
go-lucky mental outlook, coupled 
with dn adequate input of foods 
that contain roughage, plus a glass 
of warm water ore breakfast, 
possibly with a teaspoonful of salt 
therein. 

The body is a smoothly function- 
ing psychological machine, if you 
don’t interfere with it by mental 
and emotional upsets. 

Don’t worry about your con- 
stipation, for worry further in- 
creases it. And don’t become ad- 
dicts to daily laxatives, enemas 
and other artificial aids. 

~Occasionally these are all right, 
but nature will take care of itself, 
if you do your part, just as it does 
for the cow or horse.

To Lose Pounds

Most overweights would do any- 
thing to get thinner—anything ex- 
ceut to stop overeating. But it's 
only overeating that puts on the 
pounds! 

I do wish someone would in- 
vent a calorie alarm clock with 
a bell that would ring as we start- 
ed to take the bite that would go 
straight for the hips. That ought 
to stop any girl from taking extra 
calories. Of course it couldn't be 
worked on any time basis because 
overweights can consume more 
calories per minute than anyone 
else.

After that any food 
is fattening! And the higher the 
calories, the more fattening. And 
overeating is so pleasantly habit- 
forming! 

Well, it takes a good habit to 
break a bad one. It makes it 
easiér to have some practical 
rules to go by. If you really want 
to carry out your resolution and 
get down to normal, watch water 
with meals, salt and satiety sig- 
nals. 

To help cut appetite down to 
size, take only one glass of liquid 
with meals. Too much water, or 
any liquid’ with meals, stretches 
the stomach, and the appetite ac- 
cordingly. Drink plenty of water 
between meals. Water has no 
calories. 

Do not salt eveything gener- 
ously. Salt increases thirst with 
meals, arid influences the reten- 
tion of water th the tissues and 
hinders weight loss. 

Eat the protective foods first. 
It is the only way to be sure of 
good nutrition. Cut the extra 
calories off trimmings and rich 
foods. 

And last, get up from the table 
while you could sti)’ seat a little 
more. Less than 10 minutes later, 
you will feel satisfied, in fact, bet- 
ter than as if you had overeaten. 

And that’s the way to keep 
healthy. It might be well to bear 
in mind that the words gourmand 
and gourmet are followed by gout!
